Report of Chief Engineer. 


To THE SELECTMEN OF PETERBOROUGH: 

Gentlemen:—As Chief of the Fire Department I wish to 
make the following report of the department for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1916. 

The department has responded to 41 alarms during the 
year. : 

One false alarm, four alarms for building fires, eight forest 
fires and 28 chimney fires. 

The forest fire that occurred on Oct. 17 was an expensive 
fire to fight on account of the very high wind at the time which 
made it necessary to use all the help that we could get and 
as quick as possible. “The truck came in very handy on this 
occasion making four trips to the mountain with 12 or 15 men 
each time. 

The truck was also used im trying out the hydrants on High, 
Union, Grove, Concord, Summer streets, Wilson Corner and 
Cheney estate. The truck has covered 82 miles during the 
year. 

The department purchased 700 feet of new hose during the 
year. 


v 
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The department consists of four companies, Deluge at West 
Village, Hose companies No. 1 and 2, Hook and Ladder No. 1 
at the central station. — 

The apparatus and equipment consists of one combination 
double tank chemical and hose motor truck, one fire engine. 
hand pump “ Aquartius,”” two Hook and Ladder trucks, 3 hose 
reels, 4000 feet of 21% inch linen fire hose, 200 feet 34 chemical 
hose, 20 fire extinguishers, 10 pails, 2 hand force pumps, 68 
shovels, 4 grub hoes, 7 fire axes, 2 woodman’s axes, one 50 ft. 
extension ladder, two 35 ft. extension ladders, one 22 extension 
roof ladder, one 20 ft. extension and 150 ft. of wall ladders of 
different lengths, four hook roof ladders, two large grab hooks 
and ropes, four iron bars and a number of hand hooks. 

The department bought 24 extra shovels on account of the 
forest fire of Oct. 17, 1916, which of course adds to the equip- 
ment. 

The department would call the attention of property owners 
to be a little more particular about the care of their chimneys, 
also the people who have furnaces, do not let a lot of waste 
paper and litter collect about your furnace cellars, the traders 
in particular, the busy holiday season when you have a lot of 
packing boxes and other combustible material which you are 
apt to throw any where for the time being in order to get rid 
of it. 

Do not leave old rubbish burning out of doors,unless some one 
is with it. A wind its liable to blow any time; it not only 
endangers your own property but also your neighbor’s. 

Whenever you have a chimney fire notify the department 
at once for we had rather be a minute too soon than one too 
late.

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Report of School Board. 


It is the purpose of the School Board to bring the Peterbor- 
ough Schools up to the highest plane of efficiency possible. 
Of necessity it is a matter of growth, both in methods and equip- 
ment. The children of Peterborough are entitled to the best 
schooling within our means; a training that will fit them to be 
worthy representatives of the town from which they come. 
Its influence should extend beyond the school room and into the 
whole life and activities of the town. It is hoped and believed 
that progress is being made along these lines. 


"TEACHERS. 


A number of changes have been necessary in our teaching 
force the past year. An earnest effort is made to fill the posi- 
tions with teachers thoroughly in sympathy with our ideals 
and who have the preparation requisite to carry them out. In 
order to obtain and keep teachers of ability, a fair wage must be 
paid or we become simply a training school for other towns, 
who profit by our inexperience. The high cost of living affects 
the teacher in board bills and all the necessities of life. This 
condition must be met during the coming year in a fair and equit- 
able manner. 


MepIcaAL INSPECTION. 


In pursuance of the authority so unanimously granted at the 
last School Meeting, medical inspection has been introduced 
in the Peterborough Schools. With all modesty your Board be- 
lieves that a system has been put in operation second to none 
for a town of this size. Through the co-operation of our town 
physicians, a plan was perfected and carried out that has been 
of untold benefit to the children in our schools. No similar 
amount of money has brought better returns. The interest 
shown by the parents in the work of the physicians has been 
most gratifying to your Board. It is hoped that the reeommenda- 
tions made have been carried out. The thorough and conscien- 
tious work of our guardians of health cannot be too highly 
commended. We trust that the medical inspection will become 
a permanent fixture in our school system. 


RULES. 


At the beginning of the school year a code of rules and regu- 
lations was drawn up for the guidance of the teachers and pu- 
pils. These rules have been printed and bound in convenient 
form and there is a sufficient number of copies so that any parent 
may be supplied. 
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Repairs Mape. 


With five school houses in different parts of the town, aside 
from the large Center Building on the hill, with its equipment, 
repairs are inevitable each year. The normal wear made by 
several hundred active boys and girls is much greater than in 
the average home. Improvements are also frequently found 
necessary either because of the increasing number of pupils 
or to keep abreast of the times. It is essential from motives of 
economy as well as pride that the town’s school houses should 
be kept in good repair. 

The past year a new stairway has been put in the Center 
building, which not only adds to the convenience of the classes 
but is a valuable addition in case of fire. There are now two 
broad stairways on opposite sides of the building and a readily 
accessible outside fire escape on the third or south side, which 
would seem to provide well located and adequate fire protection 
for each floor. 

Electric lights and additional steam radiators have been 
added to the commercial room, making it now one of the best 
equipped rooms in the building. Steel ceilings have been put 
up in two of the main rooms and the office, eliminating the 
danger from falling plastering. The outside stairs to the porches 
have been rebuilt. Cement walks to the steps and the girl’s 
entrance have been laid. Some painting and other minor re- 
pairs have been made in addition to the foregoing. 

A new heater has been put in at the North School. Outside 
- a cement gutter has been laid to protect the foundation and 
keep water out of the basement. At the South a new floor has 
been laid. The West School building, which was in the worst 
condition both inside and out, has been painted, new underpin- 
ning put under one room and some carpentry repairs attended 
to. The increased cost of material and labor made It necessary 
to postpone some of the work planned till the coming year. 


REPAIRS NEEDED. 


This year it is in order for the South School building to be 
painted. The Wilson Corner building needs shingling and some 
shingling is also needed at the West and Center buildings. Out- 
side doors at the Center need repairing and the porches should 
be enclosed with movable storm shutters, not only as a pro- 
tection to the scholars in winter, but to save fuel. A cement 
apron is needed on the south side to protect the foundation 
and keep some of the dirt from the intakes. 
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To accommodate the classes in Chemistry and Physics, a 
larger room is needed. The inside of the building has not 
been revarnished since it was built twenty-eight years ago. 
Not only for appearance sake, but for the protection of the 
wood work, it is high time this was done. 

The cases for books and supplies in the office, included in 
last year’s needs, had to be omitted from lack of funds, and 
should be built in this year. Parents and visitors who have 
called on the Superintendent or Head Master will recognize 
this as a much desired improvement. The necessity for keep- 
_ing books and miscellaneous school supplies piled on the office 
floor, or packed away in rough cases, is to say the least not 
educational. 

School desks, like chairs in the home, wear out and get broken 
after many years’ use. Some of the old and decripit desks need 
replacing. This should be doneas needed, and adjustable desks 
replace the broken ones. There are many other minor items 
that will need attention during the coming year. 


EsTIMATES FOR NExT YEAR. 


With the steadily increasing cost of all items, it is difficult 
to estimate a year ahead with any degree of accuracy. Some 
repairs and improvements included in last year’s budget had to 
be postponed and carried over to this year. Something has been 
saved by closing one school and conveying the children to the 
Center. With an increasing number of pupils, as shown by 
the Superintendent’s report, the expense for the coming year 
will be a little larger than last year. School appropriations, 
however, have not been increased proportionate with other 
town expenditures. 

In carrying out the work laid upon your School Board, we 
ask the cordial co-operation of every parent and citizen with 
our school faculty in helping them uphold the discipline and 
work of our schools. We trust parents will not only visit 
the schools, but become acquainted with the teachers of their 
children. In this way the schools will become as they should, 
closely allied in an educational manner with the social life of 
our town.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD: 


1 respectfully submit the following report concerning the 
fee chools of Peterborough for the year ending February fifteenth, 
nineteen hundred seventeen. 

During the year covered by this report, the following persons 
have severed their official connections with our schools: Mr. 
W. G. Park, head master of the high school; Mr. J. M. Gilmore, 
teacher of the grammar school; and Miss Edna J. Ellsworth, 
teacher of the South school, at the end of the spring term; Miss 
Marion A. Colby, assistant in the high school, and Miss Elsie 
M. S. Woll, supervisor of manual arts, late in October. 


The search for teachers to fill these vacancies resulted in the 
selection of Mr. Philip H. Kimball of Gorham, Maine, a grad- 
uate of Bowdoin College, for the position of head master of the 
high school, and of Mr. E. Henry Powell of Milton, Vermont, 
to assume charge ofthe grammar room. The vacancy at the South 
school was filled by transferring to this school Mrs. Ella F. S.. 
Muzzey,who taught the East school last year. The two vacan- 
cies that occurred in October were filled by the election of Miss 
Clara E. Macomber of Nashua, N. H., a graduate of Boston 
University, to succeed Miss Colby; and of Miss Sarah L. Baker 
of Morrisville, Vermont, a graduate of Pratt Institute, to 
follow Miss Woll as supervisor of manual arts. All of these 
teachers came to us with three or more years of teaching ex- 
perience acquired in various places. As it was decided early 
in the summer not to open the East school this year, no teacher 
was engaged for that school, thus making one less teacher in 
town than last year. 

The school enrollment, however, has been increasing steadily 
for the last three or four years. For the school year of 1912-1913, 
the enrollment was three hundred thirty-four and the average 
membership was two hundred eighty-five. For the school year 
of 1915-1916, the enrollment was four hundred thirteen, and 
the average membership was three hundred fifty-seven. These 
figures show an increase of eighty-one in the enrollment and of 
seventy-two in the average membership in three years, or in 
other words, an increase of about twenty-five per cent. Com- 
paring the figures for the fall terms of nineteen hundred fifteen 
and nineteen hundred sixteen, we find an increase of thirty- 
eight in the enrollment and of twenty-seven in the average 
membership. At the present time, the Indications are that 
these figures are more likely to increase than to diminish in

the near future. In view of these facts, and also in view of the 
fact that the prices of school necessities have materially in- 
creased in recent months and years—the price of paper has 
trebled within three years—it seems beyond argument that 
larger amounts of money must be raised and appropriated io 
we wish our schools to be maintained at the same relativ. & 
standard as heretofore. If we wish them to take advanced 
ground, still greater liberality must be manifested. Peter- 
borough has been generous in its appropriations, it is now, and 
I feel confident that it will continue to exhibit the same attitude 
whenever it is shown that a need exists. 


Among the material improvements added during the year is 
the stairway leading from the seond to the third story of the 
Center building. This has simplified the problem of handling 
the discipline when pupils pass to and from recitations in that 
part of the schoolhouse. Furthermore, it provides a third 
means of exit from the third story, there being now two inte- 
rior stairways, one at each end of the building, and the fire es- 
cape on the outside. In passing, I might note that all of the 
pupils have marched out of the building in an orderly manner 
in less than a minute after the first stroke of the bell for the fire 
drill when the interior stairways alone were used. When the 
fire escape is used as a means of exit, it takes a little longer for 
all of the pupils to reach the ground. Other improvements are 
the heating and ventilating stove at the North school, a new 
floor at the South school, paint and reconstructed toilets at the 
West school, a concrete apron on the north side of the Center 
school, new visitors’ chairs in all of the rooms, and new furniture 
for the office. The gift of a rug for the room mentioned last 
from one interested in the school has been greatly appreciated, 


Turning now to some of the professional aspects of the work, 
{ wish to call your attention to a portion of the outside of school 
activities of the teachers as revealed by reports submitted near 
the close of the school year in June. According to the informa- 
tion obtained in that way, our teachers read regularly on an 
average one and one-fourth papers of a professional nature and 
three and one-half professional books during the year. In ad- 
dition to this, they spent on an average twelve hours a week 
outside of school in the preparation of lessons and in the correc- 
tion of papersgwhich goes to show that they do not consider the 
work of the day done when the bell strikes at half past three in 
the afternoon. 


This year we are attempting to teach spelling in accordance 
with a method advocated in the new state program of studies. 
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We are also emphasizing to some extent the use of the diagram 
in the analysis of sentences. The results thus far seem to justify 
the employment of these methods of procedure. We hope gradu- 
ally to shape the work so that in a short time, if it seems wise, 
we may re-organize the school work mto six years of elementary 
study and six years of high school study, possibly dividing 
the latter into two sections and calling them the junior and 
senior high school sections. This plan of organization is being 
advocated by many leading educators, and is being adopted in 
numerous places with the hope that it will lead to a closer con- 
nection between the elementary and the high schools, and will 
permit the earlier introduction of such studies as the foreign 
languages, which can be acquired in most cases quite as easily 
two or three years earlier than has been the usual practice In 
our public school system. 


According to reports of the head master, seventy pupils en- 
rolled in the high school during the first half year. The results 
of the semester’s work show that out of two hundred eighty-one 
ranks there were but nineteen failures or less than seven per 
cent. Stating the fact in an affirmative way, the pupils were 
over ninety-three per cent successful in securing passing or 
better than passing marks. Separating the school into four 
groups; namely, mathematics and science, English and domestic 
arts, Latin and history, and commercial subjects, we find by 
comparing the ranks of these groups that there were the fewest 
failures in the Latin and history group and the most in the 
commercial group. One inference that may be drawn from this 
comparison is that the choice of the commercial curriculum 
does not mean that the student has selected an easy road to 
travel if he wishes to secure a diploma. 


The report already referred to calls attention to the organiza- 
tion of the Robert Frost Literary Society composed of all the 
high school students and teachers ‘“‘formed to train the students 
in public speaking, debating and parliamentary practice.....A 
valuable feature of the meetings 1s the series of lectures on 
‘Choosing a Profession’ given, for the most part, by local men 
and women.” Under its auspices will occur a prize speaking 
contest and a prize debate later in the year. Mention ts also 
made of the high school orchestra, recently organized and prac- 
ticing regularly, and also of the systematic drill in calisthenics 
and folk dancing introduced at the beginning of the second 
half-year, to which is allotted a few minutes each day. 


The supervisor of music reports that the lack of a suitable 
auditorium has prevented the presentation of an operetta, work 
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on which was begun last year. As a result of this lack, the only 
public exhibition of the music department this year will be the 
rendition of several numbers by the Girls’ Glee Club at public 
entertainments given by the school later in the year. 

From the report of the supervisor of manual arts, I quote 
the following: ‘“‘The aim of the work ts to help the child to get 
a larger view of life, to appreciate more thoroughly the work of 
the best artists, to see and love the beauty in his surroundings 
and to try to increase this beauty, and to prepare him better 
to decide upon his life work.” 

“In planning the course of study, much thought was given to 
those things which are practical.....This course includes the 
study of great artists and their work, of plant forms, still life, 
design, harmony, dress design, house decoration and furnishing, 
poster work which involves the principles of advertising ar- 
rangement, and a certain amount of handwork.” 

Before closing this report, I wish to speak of the helpfulness 
of the “Rules and Regulations” adopted and printed in Septem- 
ber; also of the practical benefits derived from the state insti- 
tutes held at Jaffrey and Hillsborough that were attended by 
our teachers; and lastly, of the thorough, efficient, and valuable 
work done by our recently constituted Board of Medical In- 
spection.
